\A/HEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
make provision for the election of a 
Mayor and JMunicipal Councillors for tho 
City of Victoria for the year ISHIi.

Tlio new year's (iespatchca from Paris 
contain the startling news of the deatli of 
Oambotta from the ollocts of thu pistol 
wound in the hand which ho accidofi tally 
inflicted on himself some tinio iigo. Not- 
withstanding the doubtful natiuo of the 
Bymptous developed, it was . bopcd tho 
deceaaed stateaman would, recovoc; but 
now he i^ lost to Frnnce at one of ihe 
most critical epochs of her history, when 
tho need uf a strong and able man to pi- 
lot tho country through its present dis- 
turbed and unsettled state was particu- 
larly needed. Oambetta at his death was 
about forty-throa yeara of age. Hu was 
of Gonocso extraction, and was born at 
Cahors in 1838. Ho early distinguished 
hiniBolf at tho bar and became ono of the 
loaders of tho advanced republican party 
in France, and was oloctod to the Corps 
Legisldtif in 1809. On the fall of tho 
empire ho Locaino a nioniber of tho gov- 
ornniont of national defence. Duritisj 
the siege of Paris ho escaped in a balloon 
to Boidoaux, from wheuno ho exe^ci^<l ti 
dictatorial powers andproaecutod the war. 
On the election of Thiers ho again bii- 
camo a member of the National Assem- 
bly, and haa eiuce, whatever ministry 
was in or out, gradually become a power 
in Franco which towered above the stunt- 
ed growth of parties and factions, and 
was looked upon as a beacon liglit when 
btorniR threatened tho ship of state. lie 
formed a ministry last spring, but it only 
lived a month. At thu time of his death 
he was an aspirant for tho pr-3sidency, 

THJ'] TRAFFIC IN CHINESE WO-

' 'CUSTOMS STJ TISTIGS. 

The/tabular statement in anollior por- 
tion of this morning's issue, of imports 
and exports for tho 11 years since confed- 
eration, will bo found of interest. Last 
year's contribution to the Ottawa treasury 
is nearly double that of 1872. Tho in 
crease' has goiio on steadily at tho rate of 
from 12 to 15 percent, annually from the 
date of confederation. At tho same time 
the importation of free goods, th.at is 
gooda from Eastern Canada, has been iii- 
creaaing in about the sanio ratio. Col- 
loctions at Now Westminster daring thu 
last half of "82 have increased nearly 100 
per cent, over tho corresponding term of 
^1. Last year's exports are much in ad- 
vance of those of tho former year, cluetly 
in the item of salmon. For the third 
quarter of last year the exports weru 
$153,880 over the corresponding quaiter 
of '81, the figures being Sl,lS;i,048 and 
81,338,934 respecta ely.

— GairiOetta died this 
mornnig at 1 o'clock. He had beea much 
worse and an immediate crisis was feared. 
Sounelotpie, who tuft (iambetta at 7 
o'clock in the evi-iung, was recalled again 
at 0, a change for the \v(u-.se having oc- 
curred, tlmnbetta pa.ssod a good night 
Saturday but he sulfered fatigue from 
coniinement for so long a time and ex- 
terior inttammatioii showed a tendency to 
disappear; nevertheless, au operation was 
hulievod tu be uecesaai'V. A. few oven of 
( I.iiubctta'.s intimate friends expected hia 
lU ath. It was known at '_':30 a.m. that 
he w;i3 dying, iio was surrounded by 
despairing friends and his state was help- 
less and hopeless. 

Pakis, Jan. 1. — Gambetta was conscious 
to tho last. Death's agony lasted two 
hours. SpiUer Etienue and Doctor Pre- 
srsal wore present at the last moment. 
The physician who attended (iambetta 
stated the dt'alh was due to pyaemia 
caused by supposed eryacipili. A clot of 
blood formed in the heart suflocated the 
doceasod. A pliistor cast of his face was 
taken this morning, and thuro will bo an 
autopsy to-niorrow. A state funeral is 
expected to bo given. Tho death of (iam- 
betta created an immense sensation here. 
(Jroups gathered on the b<uilevards by !) 
o'clock this morning discussing it. It is 
reported he will be buried at Nice beside 
h.i.'i mother. President (Jrevy is luucli 
ull'octed by tho news. 

Lo.NDo.N, ,lan. 1. — The British steamer 
Wheattield, from New York for Loitli, 
stranded at Stijithuriiie point last even- 
ing in n thick fog. The crew was saved 
and tho prospects of saving tho cargo are 
favorable. The vessel, however, is likely 
to prove a total loss.

It is 
uiulnrstood that tho friends of the assault- 
ed parties are laying for tho Ford broth- 
ers, and more trouble is expected should 
they meet them .

San FitANfi.scjo, Jan. 1. — A severe 
storm has prevailed for the past twenty- 
four hours. A heavy galu has boon blow- 
ing from tho southeast during tho night, 
which was followed by a drenching rain 
and snow. Shipping at the north front 
has sustained cusidorable damage, espe- 
cially in tho case of wooden vo.skuIh, which 
biimpod hard against the wharves, not 
only damaging the latter, but staving in 
tho sides and sterns of vessels. 

At the sea-wall, where vessels were ex- 
posed to the full blast of the wind, much 
damage has boon cioiiu to the wharves, 
piles being snapped like pipe stums, tim- 
bers carried away and tho ships them- 
selves constantly grinding against tho 
bulkliead. 

The barquo Henry Buck is badly in- 
jured on tho starboard side. At tho 
southern extremity of tlie sea-wall a 
slight cave occurred, and tho small crafts 
anchored in that vicinity wore smashed 
into splinters. Tho British ships, mostly 
of iron build, had taken preoautiqu 
against the storm and aufiforod no dam'ago 
beyond tho scratching of fresh paint. 
Thi' ship Emblem, from (.lueboc, is badly 
damaged on her port side and the copper 
Btrippod fpr ton foet. Hamburg barquo 
Talok lost her browsprit, while a largo 
number of similar accidents occurred 
among coasting sphoouera nioored/sputh 
of the front. Several ships towed into 
tho stream dragged their anchors, but 
auataiued no damage. 

The atoainship Oregon which arrived 
this afternoon, reports the bar' very 
rough and a heavy fog prevailing. oatside 
the heads. A large barqu(r,wa9 Bunk off 
Folsom street and a pile driver capsized. 
Both wore towed to tho mud flats. As a 
rule largo vessels have dropped two 
anchors. Every procaution lias beon 
taken against further damage. 

Koports from tho interior show the 
storm was general. A heavy rain has 
been falling for tho past twonty-four 
hours and farmers are considerably elated 
at tho prospect of line crops.
